How To Get A Free Farm lo 
Dakota. 

Air. Joel Benton lulls, in in* 
rtniidetfH Dakota in the March 
Coamopulit&ii, how one may 
git a frev. Inn. in that gretit 
and productive State. He 
says: 

The two classes of land opm 
for settlement are government 
Mid railiM-id • lands. Nearly 
all the luiiiRT, east of the 
Missouri River, which is first 
clasa, ia now disposed of. 
There ia, however, plenty of 
rnlniail land that can be 
bough t at from two miliars to 
sis dollars p«r acre, and ><u 
five yeans' time. The varia- 
tion in price depends upon the 
quality and location. There 
are three way a to obtain gov- 
ernment land ; namely, by the 
Homestead Law, by pre erup- 
tion, and by timber culture. 
Any person over twenty- one 
years of age, male or female, 
who is native born, or who, it 
not, has taken the first ateps 
toward naturalization, may 
have the benefit of homestead 
ing within six months from 
the lime of entering a home- 
stead claim. The party so 
doing must put up a house of 
tome sort, which he is willing 
to live in. He must live on 
tin- claim for five year a, and 
pay from four lo eight dollars 
tor bud- office fees. But he 
can gain title at once by pay- 
ing one dollar and twenty- tiv« 
cents or two dollars and fifty 
cents per acre. Old soldiers 
have their time of war service 
subtracted from this term of 
residence. 

"The Pre-emption Law re- 
quires some acts of improve- 
ment by tht applicant," and 
filing papers at the coat of two- 
dollars. After this "actual 
residince, cultivation of the 
soil, and payment at one dol- 
lar and twenty-five cents or 
two dollars and filty cents per 
acre." On this payment you 
have two years and nine 
months of time. But title can 
be had "After six months' re- 
sidence and Mil ti vation if the 
payment is then made," The 


amount of land secured in 
these cases, as well as by the 
timber-culture claim, is one- 
quarter of a section, or one 
hundred and sixty acres. To 
obtain a timber claim the feea 
paid are fourteen dollars. 
After this the applicant breaks 
or plows five acres the first 
year, cultivates it the second 
year, and plants forest trees, 
cuttings, or seeds the third 
year; and beginning the 
second year breaks another 
five acers, and cultivates and 
plants the third and fourth 
years. After these ten acres 
of future woodland are* stated, 
they must be kept alive for 
foitr years more, or eight 
years from the date of his en- 
try. Ifat that time he can 
show six thousand se/en hun- 
dred and fifty healthy trees, 
he will be granted titK- upon 
paying four dollars land- office 
fees. By proper management 
one person can sometimes get 
land by all these methods, or 
four hundred and eighty acres 
in all. 


Miracles of Indolence. 

In a handsomely illustrated 
article in the March Cosmopoli- 
tan, on "Lite Beneath the Ores 
cent," M. Emile Jalliard, who 
lived a long time in Constantino- 
ple, hot thie to say about the pe- 
culiarities of the Turks : 

In ttio eyes of God, or Allah, 
who are ol the more importance, 
the Tnrks, or we of the West? 

Turks wiiii Id reply without 
hesitation that we are ot far less 
importance. But the modesty 
of Christians ia much more be- 
coming, and I shall uot under- 
take to answer this embarrassing 
question. At all events we are 
(li fie rent, absolutely different, 
We are Europeans ; they are 
Asiatics: this explains every 
thing. 

We leei nothing, We see noth- 
ing, we understand nothing as 
they do; what aeemsgood to us 
appears bud to them ; what seems 
beautiful to us, to them appears 
ugly ; what we find amusing 
seems tiresome to them; they 
wonld laugh at what makes ns 
weep, if they were ever to laugh 
or tn weep at all. We become 
quickly infatuated or indignant; 
they are astonished at nothing, 
admire nothing, and get angry 
at nothing. We love the move- 
mentsuudthe changes we call 
progress ; they seek repose and 
immobility, which they call dig- 
nity. We are talkative; they 
are silent. 

They reckon their years and 
months differently. Their time 
of day is the reverse ot ours ; 
when it ia noon with the Cbrie- 
tiaue at Pera, it is six o'clock 
with the Turks at- Stain hnul, no 
the other shore. They greet 
the host that they are abont to 
visit by keeping on their hats 
and taking off their shoes ; we 
salute oar acquaintances by keep- 
ing on our shoes and taking oft 
our bats. Tbey look upon wo- 
man as inferior to man : we pre- 
tend — in society at least — to 
treat her as our superior ; and it 
we sometimes permit ourselves 
to forget this superiority, she 
knows quite well bow to put us 
in our place, which is usually the 
second. 

Between us and the Turks 
there is no real point of contact, 
and he wonld undertake a chim- 
erical enterprise that should 
wish to unite Turkey to Europe 
by any moral tie whatever. 


When You Study, Study. 
Lord Macaulay, the celebrated 
historian, was a great student, 
and when he studied, he studied. 
He used to get up at five o'clock, 
and study till nine or ten. He 
bad the power of putting his 
whole mind on his hook. Many 
people put part of their mind on 
their work and the rest on some- 
thing else.

Micanlay U'came 
one oF the most distinguished 
writers of his *ime, and it was 
mainly by dint ol this early 
habit of his, of patting his entire 
mind at the disposal of the work 
beture him. All cannot study 
alike, but we can all he deeply 
in earnest in whatever it is that 
wn do, and only downright ear- 
nestness will cause us to succeed 
in life — Young Churchman.
